REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claims 27-42 are allowable due to independent claims 27 and 35 reciting a 
combination of elements, comprising at least: 1 ) a fuel tank; 2) a fuel pump assembly 
positioned at least partially inside of the fuel tank; 3) the fuel pump assembly including a 
fuel pump having a length longer than a width; and 4) a pump axis extending along the 
length of the fuel pump, the pump axis extending substantially in a width direction 
of the vehicle (emphasis added) . The examiner wishes to further emphasis that, in 
light of the specification [description and drawings], the "width direction" of the vehicle 
can ONLY be interpreted as to represent or define the "side-to-side" lateral direction of 
the vehicle, which is substantially perpendicular (transverse) to a longitudinal direction 
of the vehicle (i.e. the same direction in which the vehicle travels). 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
